SCHOOL REPORT—TOWN DISTRICT. 


We have closed the school year with all the schools in good 
condition. 

Experienced ‘teachers have been employed in nearly all cases, 
and very satisfactory results have been secured. 

We would recommend that all our teachers take special instruc- 
tion and training for their work, either at the State Normal School 
or at some other institution where like advantages may be ob- 
tained. New and improved methods of teaching are being intro- 
duced into many of the schools of the country, and we should not 
be behind others in securing the most efficient service in this 
department of general progress. 

We greatly deplore the abuse of school books by some of our 
scholars. We, in our visitation, have earnestly protested against 
the careless manner in which the books are handled, and the way 
they are mutilated, and urged the teachers to be vigilant, and in 
some way, if possible, prevent the unnecessary destruction of the 
books, which are the property of the district. 

We reiterate our former appeal to parents and other citizens, 
that they visit the schools oftener, and in every way they can, 
show an interest in the work that is being done for the education of 
the children.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Penacook District. 


In compliance with the new school law making July 31 the 
end of the school year, we herewith submit our annual report: 


There have been three terms of twelve weeks in each of the 
three departments, with more than the usual attendance. ‘The 
efficient truant officer, Mr. William Neller, has faithfully per- 
formed his disagreeable duties, and the result has been good for 
the schools. 

Miss Lucy Warner, the lady principal of the schools, has 
been a hard worker in a hard field, and has shown discretion, 
goood judgement, and tact in the discharge of her duties. We 
shall expect an increase of good results in her continued charge 
of the schools, and more especially in the grammar department. 

Miss Susie A. Hall in the intermediate and Miss Mina E. 
Pike in the primary have fully maintained their already well- 
established reputations as first-class teachers. Miss Pike has 
willingly given her services as a teacher of music with good 
success, for which she is entitled to praise. 

A school library has been established, and a generous support 
given the enterprise by the people in the district. The pupils 
are becoming interested in the books, magazines, and papers to 
which they thus have access. The honor for the inception and 
prosecution of this scheme is due entirely to the teachers. We 
bespeak for the library your continued co-operation and support. 

There is need of more interest on the part of parents in 
these schools. Very few names of visitors are found on the 
school registers. There is a lack of loyalty on the part of some 
to our own schools. ‘There is no need to send pupils out of the 
district to gain advantages that may be had at home. We are 
anxious.to raise the standard of scholarship in these schools, 
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and cannot afford to have some of the best scholars taken from 
us. We have been slow to adopt all the advanced ideas of edu-4 
cators, and still believe that a pupil should know his letters 
before he can become a good reader, and that a thorough knowl- 
edge of the multiplication tables is necessary in order that 
mathematics may be studied to advantage. 

We think the words of an able educator are to the point, and 
quote as follows: 

‘* The New-York state superintendent of public instruction 
has sounded a note of warning against modern tendencies in 
public schools. His statements are applicable not only to New 
York, but to most states of the union, says the Chicago Post. 
He dwells on the deplorable practice of trying to cover too 
much ground, and hurrying the pupil on too rapidly. Little 
attention, he says, is paid essentials and fundamental branches, 
and there is a useless smattering of knowledge. He believes 
that the original idea that the three R’s are the essential ele- 
meénts of education was eminently sound, and that the new 
uotions breed superficiality and ignorance. Children leave the 
public schools without knowing their own language, or the his- 
tory and geography of their country. The whole system of 
public school education will have to be reformed along the 
lines indicated by the New York official. All judicious educa- 
tors must agree with him.” 

We respectfully call your attention to the necessity for a 
careful oversight of these schools, and recommend that only 
such persons be elected to the membership of the board as have 
a lively and personal interest in the schools. Parents whose 
children are in the schools, and who, in this way, have a strong 
and abiding love for their success, should be elected and then 
work. 

We cannot close this report without again repeating what has 
been said in former reports, that much of good or ill will come 
to you and your children, and to the community, from the success 
or failure of these schools. The most of the children will get 
all the knowledge of school books and schools they will ever 
have here and now, and as they leave these school rooms, so 
they will go through life, either well equipped for business and 
success, or limping and haulting by the way, handicapped and

hindered by the lack of those things that should have been theirs 
by right. Let us see to it that the blame lies not at your door 
or‘ours.
